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SUMMARY OF RECENT COURT CASES

Dominic Jones was convicted of two counts of Second
Degree Murder While Armed and other related weapons
offenses.

Raymond Quigley was sentenced to 41 years in prison for
Conspiracy to Obstruct Justice and Commit Murder of a
witness and Assault with Intent to Kill While Armed.

Marcus Paige was sentenced to a total of 41 years
incarceration for the murder of Otis Graham and related
weapons offenses.

Chaz Kelly was convicted First-Degree Murder While
Armed, Possession of a Firearm during the Commission of a
Crime of Violence, and Carrying a Pistol without a License
in a Gun-Free Zone.

Dennis G. Morgan was sentenced to 20 to 60 months
confinement and a $500.00 fine by Judge John H. Bayly, Jr.
on May 14, 2004, following a conviction at trial on June 7,
2002, to Possession with Intent to Distribute Heroin.

Eric C. James was sentenced to 3 years incarceration
following his guilty plea to the charge of Carrying a Pistol
Without a License (CPWL).

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5™ DISTRICT COMMUNITY PROSECUTION UPDATE

WELCOME TO THE NEW U.S. ATTORNEY. Kenneth L. Wainstein was appointed
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interim United States Attorney for the District of Columbia on May 28, 2004. Prior to his
appointment, he served as Chief of Staff to FBI Director Robert Mueller. Mr. Wainstein was a
prosecutor in this office for nine years and handled a number of high profile cases, including the
Starbucks murder case and a groundbreaking case that used the RICO statute against a robbery
ring. As a line prosecutor and Deputy Chief of the Homicide Section between 1994 and 1999,
he specialized in federal racketeering cases against violent street gangs. He also served as
interim U.S. Attorney between April and August of 2001. “I look forward to working with
residents to pro-actively address issues of crime and quality of life in communities across the
city,” said Mr. Wainstein. “We will continue to focus on the prosecution of violent criminals
and others who threaten the neace and safetv of our neiahborhoods.”




The COURT REPORT

Dominic Jones was convicted of two counts of Second Degree Murder While Armed, two
counts of Possession of a Firearm During the Commission of a Crime of Violence, and
other related weapons offenses. (Case No. F-02508-01; PSA 505)

FACTS: Dominic Jones, age 22 was convicted of two counts of second degree murder
while armed, two counts of possession of a firearm during the commission of a crime of
violence, and other related weapons offenses. These convictions stemmed from the brutal
murders of Kevin Seamone and Roy Scarborough on January 27, 2001. Jones, who will be
sentenced by the Honorable Judith Retchin on July 27, 2004, faces a maximum sentence of life
imprisonment The government’s evidence at trial showed that in the early morning hours of
January 27, 2001, police responded to the rear of 1295 Brentwood Road and discovered Roy
Scarborough and Kevin Seamone. Both men had been shot multiple times. Seamone was
pronounced dead on the scene and Scarborough was pronounced dead later that night. It was a
bitterly cold night so no one was outside at the time of the murders. The case remained unsolved
for several months. On April 18, 2001, an off-duty officer observed Dominic Jones shooting at
another individual. The officer gave chase, and when Jones was apprehended he had a .40 Smith
and Wesson, which police matched to the shell casings found on the earlier murder scene. Jones
confessed to the murders. He told investigators that on the evening of the murders, his friend
Gary Freeman came around the neighborhood and told him that “Mousie” had shot at him. Jones
went with Freeman to retaliate against Mousie. They could not find Mousie but ran into his
cousin, Scarborough, and his friend, Seamone. Jones told police he shot Seamone first and then
Scarborough. He shot Seamone a total of six times and Scarborough a total of seven times.
Jones fired so many times that he ran out of ammunition and had to use Gary Freeman’s gun to
make sure Scarborough was in fact dead. At trial, Jones claimed that he falsely confessed to
protect the real murderer - his identical twin brother.

In announcing the verdict, U.S. Attorney Wainstein commended the bravery of Sergeant
Tracey Kennie, the off-duty officer who saw Jones shooting and gave chase resulting in his
capture. He also commended the outstanding work of homicide detectives Jeffrey Owens and
Michael Irving who investigated the case and who obtained the confession from Jones. U. S.
Attorney Wainstein also commended the work of the many other officers who assisted in the
successful prosecution of the case such as Detectives Mitch Credle, Dwayne Corbett, Darryl
Richmond, Officers Darryl Young, James Rogers, Choumanny Vorachek, Stacey Davis, Mobile
Crime Officers Cynthia Brown, David Murray, Kevin Jeter, Ridley Durham, Rodney Langford,
Firearms Examiners Michael Mulderig and Luciano Morales and Fingerprint Specialist Diane
Downing. Finally, Mr. Wainstein praised the work of Assistant United States Attorney Deborah
Sines who indicted the case and Jennifer Anderson and Matt Cohen who prosecuted the case at
trial.



Raymond Quigley, N.E. District man, was sentenced to 41 years in prison on Conspiracy to
Obstruct Justice and Commit Murder of a witness and Assault with Intent to Kill While
Armed. (Case No. F-4495-03, PSA 507)

FACTS: Raymond Ellsworth Quigley, Jr., 43, formerly of the 1700 block of Capitol
Avenue, N.E., Washington D.C., was sentenced on May 21, 2004, by Superior Court Judge
Patricia Broderick to forty-one (41) years in prison on the charges of Conspiracy to Obstruct
Justice and Commit Murder of a witness, and Assault with intent Kill while Armed, and
Obstruction of Justice. Quigley and his son, Raymond Ellsworth Jackson, 20, formerly of the
200 block of 49™ Street, N.E., Washington D.C., were found guilty by a Superior Court jury on
April 20, 2004. Raymond Jackson is scheduled to be sentenced on July 30, 2004. Quigley’s
sentence will be consecutive to his sentence for the murder he committed, which led to this
conspiracy. In November 2002, Quigley was convicted of the November 30, 2001, murder of
Kimothy Wilson, and is currently serving a prison sentence in excess of 50 years.

The government’s evidence at trial showed that, on November 30, 2001, the complaining
witness in this case was standing nearby when Raymond Quigley shot and killed Kimothy
Wilson, 28, and shot and injured Wilson’s companion in the 1700 block of Capitol Avenue,
N.E., Washington, D.C. After Quigley’s arrest on December 6, 2001, he learned that the
complaining witness had identified Quigley to police. Between December 7, 2001, and January
14, 2002, Quigley and Jackson, Quigley’s son, conspired to kill the complaining witness in order
to prevent the witness from testifying against him at his murder trial. On January 14, 2002,
Jackson drove to the 1700 block of Capitol Avenue, N.E., went to the complaining witness’s
door, and, after a brief exchange, opened fire on the witness. The complaining witness managed
to close the apartment door and run out the back door, through an alley, until he came upon a
police officer. The complaining witness was treated for his injuries, gunshots to the hand and
arm, at the Washington Hospital Center.

Although the complaining witness was able to provide a description of his assailant
immediately after the shooting, the shooter’s identity remained unknown until a friend of
Quigley’s came forward in October 2002. The complaining witness subsequently positively
identified Raymond Jackson as his assailant.

In November 2002, Quigley was convicted of the November 30, 2001, murder of
Kimothy Wilson, and is currently serving a prison sentence in excess of 50 years.

In announcing the verdict, United States Attorney Wainstein praised the investigative
efforts of MPD’s Homicide Detectives William Hamann, Jackie Middleton, Jeffrey Owens,
Michael Irving, Milton Norris, and Dwayne Corbett. He also praised the work of Fifth District
Detective Gregory Mock (retired), Officer Anthony Simms, Scott Gaumond, Fourth District
Officers James Wilson and Derek Ricks, United States Air Marshals Richard Garris and John
Delpilar, former United States Secret Service Crime Scene Officers, U.S. Secret Service
Sergeant Keith Johnson, and Mobile Crime Technicians James Holder and Joseph Anderson. He
also thanked Richard Cheatham, Taniqueka Brooks, Deborah Dunn, Kimberly Smith, and the
staff of the Litigation Services Division, for the support they provided to the prosecution of this



case, and commended Assistant United States Attorneys Glenn Kirschner and Florence Pan, and
United States Attorney Ann M. Carroll.

Marcus Paige was sentenced on May 26, 2004, by the Honorable Ann O’Regan Keary to 25
years of incarceration for the murder of Otis Graham, 13 years for Possession of a Firearm
During the Commission of a Crime of Violence, and three years for Carrying a Pistol
Without a License. (Case No. F-05821-01; PSA 508)

FACTS: Maurice Paige, age 21, was sentenced on May 26, 2004, by the Honorable Ann
O’Regan Keary to 25 years of incarceration for the murder of Otis Graham, 13 years for
possession of a firearm during the commission of a crime of violence, and three years for
carrying a pistol without a license. The evidence at trial established that in the early morning
hours of September 30, 2000, Marcus Paige and James Hill saw Otis Graham driving a white
pick-up truck in the 1300 block of Trinidad Avenue. The two men chased after Graham firing
more than ten shots. Ultimately, Graham lost control of the truck and crashed into a white Tahoe
truck parked on the street. Hill then ran up on the truck and fired off four more rounds. Mr.
Graham died from a single gunshot wound to the back of his head. Approximately three days
after the murder, police recovered a 9mm. Ruger semi-automatic handgun from the bedroom of
James Hill. After a comparison with ballistics evidence left on the scene, police determined that
the Ruger was one of the murder weapons. Evidence not presented at trial revealed that the
murder was a result of a long-standing dispute between the neighborhoods of Trinidad (where
Paige and Hill lived) and 21* and Maryland (where Graham lived).

The case remained unsolved for almost an entire year. In late August 2001, Detective
Michael Irving was in the 1300 block of Trinidad Avenue canvassing for witnesses for an
unrelated murder. Frustrated that a second murder had occurred on the same block, a resident of
the block asked Detective Irving why nothing had been done about Graham’s murder. The
citizen then admitted witnessing the murder.

James Hill previously pled guilty to Otis Graham’s murder as well as two other murders
and received a sentence in excess of 100 years.

U.S. Attorney Wainstein praised the outstanding investigative work of Detectives
Michael Irving, Jeffrey Owens, William Hamman, Darryl Richmond, Dwayne Corbett, Dean
Combee, Kim Lawerence, and Jackie Middleton of the Metropolitan Police Department,
Officers Ernest Groves, Dave Evans and Carlton Herndon for their work on the scene, Mobile
Crime Laboratory Technicians David Murray and Kevin Jeter for their work with the physical
evidence and firearms examiner Jonathan Pope for his work with the firearms evidence. U.S.
Attorney Wainstein also commended Assistant United States Attorneys Deborah Sines and
Tracey Lankler who investigated and indicted the case, and Assistant United States Attorney
Jennifer Anderson who prosecuted the case.



OTHER CASES HANDLED BY 5D AUSAS

In addition to the cases discussed above, assistants from the Fifth District also handled several
other cases in other police districts.

Chaz Kelly, age 23, of the unit block of V Street, N.W., Washington, D.C., was convicted on
May 24, 2004, by a Superior Court jury of First-Degree Murder while Armed, Possession
of a Firearm during the Commission of a Crime of Violence, and Carrying a Pistol without
a License in a Gun-Free Zone.

FACTS: Chaz Kelly, age 23, of the unit block of V Street, N.W., Washington, D.C., was
convicted on May 24, 2004, by a Superior Court jury of First-Degree Murder while Armed,
Possession of a Firearm during the Commission of a Crime of Violence, and Carrying a Pistol
without a License in a Gun-Free Zone, charges which stemmed from the fatal shooting of 22-
year-old Jonathan R. Howard, Jr., of Northwest, Washington, D.C., on July 4, 2002. In addition,
the jury also convicted Kelly of one count of Aggravated Assault while Armed and one count of
Possession of a Firearm during the Commission of a Crime of Violence in connection with the
shooting of 65-year-old Samuel Pannell that occurred during the commission of the murder.
Kelly is scheduled to be sentenced on July 23, 2004, by the Honorable John H. Bayly, Jr., and
faces a minimum of 30 years to life imprisonment as a result of the convictions.

Evidence presented at trial established that on July 4, 2002, Mr. Howard and Kelly were
in the area of the unit block of O Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. (PSA 301). At approximately
4:00 p.m., Kelly confronted Mr. Howard in the mouth of an alley that runs perpendicular to O
Street, N.W., and the two got into a verbal argument. During the argument, Kelly drew a
handgun and shot Mr. Howard three times in the back as Mr. Howard attempted to run for his
life. At the time of the shooting, Mr. Howard was unarmed and defenseless. Although mortally
wounded, Mr. Howard ran a short distance from the mouth of the alley and then collapsed to the
ground on O Street. The defendant then stood over Mr. Howard and shot him one more time as
he lay helpless on the ground. During the incident, the defendant shot Mr. Samuel Pannell one
time in his left foot. At the time of the incident, Mr. Pannell had been sitting outside on his front
porch. The defendant successfully fled the crime scene by driving away in his older model,
American-made, station wagon.

Shortly after the shooting, emergency medical personnel arrived at the shooting scene.
Mr. Pannell was transported by ambulance to Howard University Hospital where he was treated
for a gunshot would to his left foot. Unfortunately, efforts to save the life of Mr. Howard failed
and he died of his injuries. On July 5, 2002, Dr. Marie Lydie Pierre-Louis of the D.C. Office of
the Chief Medical Examiner performed an autopsy on Mr. Howard. Dr. Pierre-Louis determined
that the cause of death was multiple gunshot wounds and ruled the death a homicide.

In announcing the conviction, U.S. Attorney Wainstein thanked members of the
Metropolitan Police Department, including the lead detective, Detective Donnita Giles, as well
as Detectives Sean Caine, Dwayne Corbett, Lazaro Gonzalez, Dan Lewis, Phillipe Moore,
Dwayne Partman, Edward Truesdale and Sergeant Michael Farish; Mobile Crime Technicians



Martin Fosso, Charles Graham, Dawn Leary, Tony Nwani, Gerald Wills and Sergeant Deborah
Hayes; Firearms Examiner Michael Mulderig; and Medical Examiner Marie Lydie Pierre-Louis,
M.D. U.S. Attorney Wainstein also commended the work of Sandra Lane and Wanda Trice, who
helped prepare the case for trial, and Assistant United States Attorneys Jelahn Stewart and
Ronald W. Sharpe, who prosecuted the case.

Walter O. Johnson, age 36, of Philadelphia, PA, was convicted on May 24, 2004, by a
Superior Court jury of murder of a law enforcement officer while armed, first degree
murder (premeditated) while armed, three counts of possession of a firearm during a crime
of violence, carrying a pistol without a license, and armed robbery. (PSA 305)

FACTS: Walter O. Johnson, age 36, of Philadelphia, PA, was convicted on May 24,
2004, by a Superior Court jury of murder of a law enforcement officer while armed, first degree
murder (premeditated) while armed, three counts of possession of a firearm during a crime of
violence, carrying a pistol without a license, and armed robbery. He faces a maximum sentence
of life imprisonment without the possibility of release. Sentencing will take place on July 30,
2004, before Judge Ann O’Regan Keary.

The case involved the shooting death of rookie Metro Transit Officer Marlon Morales.
Morales was on duty, in full uniform, on the evening of June 10, 2001, on routine assignment at
the U Street Metro Station on the Green Line (PSA 305). Around 9 p.m. while in the kiosk on
the west mezzanine level (near the 13" street exit), Off. Morales and station manager Fernando
Ferguson spotted Johnson as he tried to exit the system without paying by parting the gates of the
handicapped faregate. Ferguson first approached Johnson. Off. Morales later joined the two and
took over from Ferguson. Off. Morales advised Johnson that the matter could be resolved, and
directed Johnson to accompany him back to the kiosk, asking Johnson for his identification.
Johnson responded by shooting Morales one time in the face. As Morales lay on the floor,
conscious, wounded, and bleeding, Johnson stole Morales’ 9mm semi-automatic service weapon
and two fully loaded magazines. Johnson fled by running through the station and exiting through
the east mezzanine at U St. and Vermont Ave.

Though the area was soon flooded with both Metropolitan Police and Metro Transit
Police, Johnson got away, making his return to Philadelphia. Once outside the Metro station,
however, he encountered several persons in the U Street area between 11" and 9" Streets. Many
of these persons positively identified Johnson in pre-trial identification procedures as well as in
court during the trial.

Off. Morales was taken to the Washington Hospital Center where he was joined by his
wife, other family, friends and colleagues. Though his initial prognosis was favorable, his
condition changed within several hours. Over the course of the next few days, he continued to
deteriorate. He was pronounced dead on Wednesday, June 13, 2001. His wife, Jennifer, had
given birth to his only daughter just three weeks earlier.

In announcing the convictions, United States Attorney Wainstein praised the efforts of
the following: the Metropolitan Police Department’s Violent Crime Unit including lead detective



Eduardo Voysest, Loren Leadmon, Antonio Duvall, Gregory Sullivan and Brett Smith; Detective
Gary Padgett of the Metro Transit Police; MPD’s Mobile Crime Unit and officers Joseph
Anderson, Sgt. Deborah Hayes, and technician Dawn Leary; MPD firearms examiner Lyndon
Watkins; the Metro Transit Police Department, including former chief Barry McDivitt and
current chief Polly Hanson; the Special Projects Unit of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and
specialist Wynn Warren; the Philadelphia Police Department and its Homicide Unit, Northwest
Detectives Unit, Firearms Identification Unit, and Crime Scene Unit, as well as arresting Officers
Michael Harvey, Lisa Heil, Jeremy Gruninger and Neil Wilson; the Washington Metropolitan
Transit Authority, the U.S. Attorney’s Office for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, and the
Philadelphia District Attorney’s Office. United States Attorney Wainstein commended the
work of Victim Witness Assistance Unit including David Foster and Advocate Yvonne Bryant as
well as paralegal Nina Hammond for their administrative support and Assistant United States
Attorneys June M. Jeffries and David J. Gorman who prosecuted the case.
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Under the Project Safe Neighborhoods (PSN) initiative, 15 persons were convicted of firearms offenses in
May, 2004. PSN is a partnership between local and federal agencies to reduce gun violence in the
District of Columbia. The following is a list of offenses, which occurred in this district:

Leon D. Anderson was sentenced to 730 days incarceration; 720 days suspended; and 18
months of supervised probation by Judge Leibovitz, on May 4, 2004, following his guilty plea to
the charge of Carrying a Pistol Without a License (CPWL). Anderson was initially arrested on
January 8, 2004, at Rhode Island Avenue and Franklin Street, N.W. (PSA 503)

Eric C. James was sentenced to 3 years incarceration by Judge Christian, on April 27,
2004, following his guilty plea to the charge of Carrying a Pistol Without a License (CPWL).
James was initially arrested on April 7, 2003, in the 1600 block of Montello Avenue, N.E. (PSA
508)

Rondell A. Simon was sentenced to 180 days incarceration, (entirely suspended), and 2
years of supervised probation under the Youth Rehabilitation Act Probation by Judge Canan, on
April 28, 2004, following his guilty plea to the charge of Carrying a Pistol Without a License
(CPWL). Simon was arrested on December 9, 2003, in the 1700 block of C Street, N.E. (PSA
513)
